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|GERMANY T0 MAKE NEW 
PEACE OFFER THURSDAY 


Berlin Newspaper Says ‘Chancellor von Beth- 
| mann-Hollweg Will Make Announce- 
ment in the Reichstag. 


By Associated Press. 

THE HAGUE, Netherlands, May 1, vit 
London, 3:43 p. m.—Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, the German Imperial Chancel- 
lor, Will make another peace offer in the 
Reichstag on Thursday of this week, ac- 
cording to an announcement made today 
by the Berliner Tageblatt. 


“The world will be astonished by the 
moderation of the German peace terms,’ 
said the General “Anzeiger of Dussel- 
dorff, Germany, quoting in a recent dis- 
patch from Berlin a statement given out 
to foreign correspondents in Berlin. For 
feveral wesks;-it has been intimated 
that Germany might soon make another 
peace offer, andrecent information from 
Berlin showed that Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg was expected sooa 


to make an announcement in regard to 
internationa! questions, «lithough here- 
tofore no statement has come from a 
responsible quarter that a peace offcr 
actually would be made. 

For several months a controversy has: 
been in progress in Germany as to the 
aims of the war. The Socialists, vig- 
orously opposed by the pan-Germans, 


are urging a clear statement of Ger- } 
} many’s peace terms, on the basis of no 


annexations or indemnities. The Chan- 
cellor was recently reported to have de- 
cided to defer definite formulation of 
peace proposals. The announcement of 
the Chancellor's plan to make a peace 
offer on Thursday is given added weight 
by the fact that it appears in the Tage- 
blatt, one of the most widely circulated 
German newspapers.

THRILLING FEATS ENACTED 
DAILY BY BRITISH FLYERS 


wo Fast Machines Engaged Fourteen Ger- 
mans, Destroying Three and Putting 
Others ‘to Flight.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Monday evening, April 30.— 
Out of the air have come within the last 
few days more stories of dauntless deeds 
and feats of: aeria) tilting. Above the 
British lines and far within the enemy 
territory ‘the spring skies have been 
filled with planes that seem to flash in 
and out among the bits of floating cloud 
with the speed of sunbeams. Virtually 
all the visible machines bear the red, 
white and blue markings of the allies. 
It is seldom hostile battle birds with 
the Maltese cross upon their spreading 
wings venture across the fighting lines. 

The British aviators report that it is 
difficult just now to get Germans into 
close fighting. They say the Germans 
appear unwilling to engage in that sort 
@ warfare and continually attempt to 
break off the combats. 

Two Britons Fight 14 Germans. 

Two ftast British machines far in the 
enemy's domain saw what appeared to 
be a great flock of German planes 
headed toward,the British lines. The 
two British airmen climbed a covple 
of thousand feet to have a better look. 
They then saw that it was a forma 
tion of 14 machines composed of fighting 
scouts and heavier two-seaters, prob- 
ably intent upon-a bombing raid. The 
odds were rather heavy, but the Brit- 
ish flyers decided to have a go at 
the hostile airmen. For three-quarters 
of an hour there followed an extraor- 
dinary battle. 

Having faster maneuvering machines 
than anything in the German formation. 
the young Britons played about their 14 
enemies Jike a pair of hornets. They 
them time and time again, 
firing machine guns as they passed. 
With superior speéd the British were 
able to adopt such tactics as suited 
their purpose, and from the moment 
of the first attack the formation of the 
Germans began to break up. 

After two of their machines had been 
set on fire and destroyed and a third 
sent spinning downward. ithe hostile 
squadron was disorganized, the surviv- 
ing machines turning about and makings 
for home.

Being a naval man, he officiaily de- 
scribed his homecoming ‘limping 
into port.”

WASHINGTON, May 1—At = confer- 
eences today between Rene Viviani, 
head of the French war mission, Mar- 
shal Joffre and Admiral Chocheprat and 
Ambassador Jusserand, important de- 
tails of the future work of the mission 
and that which it already has accom- 
plished were discussed at considerable 
length. 

The conferencé took place in the offi- 
cial residence of the mission. While no 
official statement ‘concerning the con- 
ference was issued, officials attached to 
the mission made it clear that they were 
more than satisfied with the work done 
and the outlook for the future. 

The program of the mission for today 
included further conferences with Amer- 
ican officials and a charity exhibition of 
moving pictures of the Dattle of the 
Somme.

Tonight the heads of the mission will 
be the guests of honor at a dinner given 
by Chief Justice White. 

Statements to Be Made. 

Tomorrow Admiral Chocheprat will 
make a statement to the American peo- 
ple regarding the French navy &nd prob- 
ably how France considers the American 
navy can best help in waging war on 
the sea against the common enemy. 

Emile Hovelacque, géneral counselor 
of the mission, at the same time will 
issue a signed statement dealing with 
American military co-operation. 

Mr. Balfour spent this morning in cor- 
ference at his headquarters, where ke 
entertained Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and 
chairman of the Committee on Tranrs- 
portation of the Council of National De- 
fense. 

Yesterday conferences of President 
Wilson with Rene Viviani, head of the 
French mission, and with Foreizn Min- 
ister Balfour, who is chief of the.

THARDEN SAYS BERLIN PEACE 
"OFFER WAS SHAM, BRIDGING 
WAY TO NEW U-BOAT/WAR 


Famous German Editor, .in Attack on His Gov-/| 
ernment’s Pretenses and Mistakes, Declares 
America Is Entering War for an Ideal.

COPENHAGEN, May 1—Maximilian | 
Harden, the German ‘‘enfant terrible,’ 
whose articles in praise of President 
Wilson have attracted wide attention, 
and whose paper has at times been sup- 
pressed, publishes in the latest issue of 
Die Zukunft another daringly frank ar- 


ticle in which he defends President Wil- 
son and his policies and exposes to Ger- 
man readers the ‘‘shame, pretences and 
mistakes’’ of their Government’s policy. 

The article is devoted to the entry of 
the United States into the war, which 
Harden warns the people must be taken 
most seriously, both from the moral side, 
as a symptom of the weakness of Ger- 
many’s appeal to the neutral world and 
the failure of her foreign policy, and 
because of the physical aspect of the 
weight that America will ultimately be 
able to throw into the scale. He re- 
views the steps leading to the German 
and American peace proposals, the proc- 
lamation of unrestricted submarine war 
and the American déclaration of a state 
of war, and declares that Germany’s 
overtures were put forward only as a 
bridge over which Germany could pass 
to relentless submarine warfare. 

slighting Opinion of Zimmermana, 

Harden reveals a slighting opinion of 
Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, which he did 
riot? conceal at the time of Zimmer- 
mann’s elevation to ministerial rank. 

Another article by Handen culminates 
in an appeal to Germany to put the in- 
terior of her house in order and in- 
troduce domestic conditions, which the 
writer says is the only sure basis’ for 
future peace. 

Scarcely less noteworthy than his 
scathing criticism of Gerrman diplomacy 
(but not that of Count von Bernstorff, 
former Ambassador to the United States, 
whose work he praises) is Harden’s 
justification to German readers of 
America’s attitude during the war and 
his demolition, for example, of the fa- 
vorite pan-German arguments that the 
United States was inspired solely by 
dollar-chasing and looked upon war only 
as a source for enormous profits from 
munition suppliesy 4 

The United States, Harden declares, 
could have continued to amass unmeas- 
ured riches, not from munition cantracts, 
from which only a minute part of its 
income was derived, but as a world’s 
source of supply. Instead, he adds, the 
United States chose for an ideal to re- 
ject a continuance of its profitable neu- 
trality, to load itself with a burden 
of expenditures which no other country 


profit, Harden tells his readers, can be 
sought nearer home, in the ranks of 
those wanting to retain Beigium, the 
Briey iron district, Courland and Li- 
vonia, 

Sham of Peace Offer. 

Harden condemns the limitations of 
the peace offer of the central Powers, 
whose purpose was, he said, to pave the 
way for a declaration of submarine war 
and the rejection of President Wilson's 
offer of mediation and to -deceive and 
misi@ad the President regarding the 
coming submarine campaign. A rup- 
ture of relations was inevitable from 
President Wilson’s notes the moment 
this was proclaimed, but Harden be- 
lieves that it might have been limited 
to this and armed neutrality if it had 
not been for the overtures looking to 
an alliance with Mexico and Japan, 
tpon which he lavishes ridicule and 
contempt. 

He laments that this did not lead t9 
the fall of the imperial Chancellor, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, and the For- 
eign Secretary, Dr. Zimmerman, which 
Pregident Wilson may perhaps have 
expected when the publication occur- 
red. 

Coming to the lessons for the Ger- 
mans, Harden declares that the im- 
potence of the Reichstag is not due t? 
the ‘weakness of the German Constift"- 
tion or franchise, but to the deliberate 
choice of members who refuse to use 
their control of credits to force account- 
ability, and who are, therefore, co- 
responsible for any guilt in the origin 
of the war and any misfortunes in fts 
endings. 

“What now is needed,” he continues, 
‘is not longing whispers for peace, not 
the crazy peace missions of Scheide- 
mann, Erberger and other amateur 
diplomats, but a bold attempt to recog- 
nize again the plain truths of the situa- 
tion and restore worthy freedom of! 
criticlam and decision. 

“Put the German house in such order 
that tomorrow it will be habitable and 
not an eye-sore to the world. The Unit- 
ed States won't fight a German empire 
which is guided by fresh men and 
heading for the goal indicated by Pres! 
dent Wilson.”’ 

“Democracy,” concludes Harden, ."‘is 
thé word of the hour. A league of na- 
tions is on the way. Shall Germany 
freeze without, and in the era of com- 
ing peace shal! militarism remain the 
root and branch of German politica!

WASHINGTON. May 1.—There is 
one certain way in which the German 
submarine campaign might be ended 
and which England holds as a lasf 
card, to be played only when every 
other instrument and effort fail, but 
which will not be played until it is 
demonstrated that there is no other 
way to accomplish that end, accord- 
ing to one of America’s best known 
strategists. He said to the Post- 
Dispatch-correspon¢ent: 

“England cannot be starved. The 
United States will see to that. But 
her commerce can be ruined, her ship- 
ping destroyed, her allies crippled 
through the loss of her shipping, which 
constitutes in iarge measure their 
life arteries, and her own armies jn 
the field may be weakened through 
Engiand’'s inability to transport to 
them adequate military supplies. At 
the present rate of achievements of 
the German submarine, another year 
might see both Italy and-Russia com- 
pletely at Germany‘’s mercy, France 
in a more desperate condition and 
England compelled to play her last 
card, : 

“Germany plans to bring about 
these resyits at an earlier date. She 
believes that within a few months 
she -will compel England to accept 
peace. Germany. kneows she cannot 
win the war, but a forced peace would 
be a victory for her. Therefore, she 
will strain every nerve, every sinew, 
to make England pacify her allies to 
save herself ang thus render ineffee- 
tive all the armies and forces ar- 
raigned against the Central Powers. 

“If this situation is brought about, 
England will-bring out her fleet. It 
will act on this principle. To rid 
one’s self of hornets one does not 
seek to exterminate the hornets one 
by one, by ‘swatting,’ as it were, but 
goes after the nest and destroys that. 
The British fleet would have to go to 
the German base. It can do it, but in 
this magnificent dash, England would 
lose two-thirds of her ships, and this 
would cost her_the control of the sea, 
after the war, notwithstanding that 
it would put an end to Germany.” ‘ 

It is within the province, and the 
Allies hope, fn the power of the Uni- 
ted States to make the employment 
of this last sesort of England un- 
necessary. In every respect, the Uni- 
ted States is industrially prepared for 
the emergency except one—ships. 
The supreme test will come, it is be- 
lieved, when it’s endless chain of mer- 
chant fleets, rather than single ships, 
begin their voyages across the At- 
lantic, 


STRIKE IN RHINE 


MUNITION PLANTS 
SETFOR MAY DAY 


Dispatch From the Hague Says 
Half of Workers Voted for 
Walkout. 


LONDON, May 1.—‘‘In the Rhine 
provinces more than half the munitions 
workers decided to strike today,” wires 
the correspondent at The Hague of the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. “Essen (home 
tof the great Krupp works) is shut off 


from the rest of Germany and isolated 
from the world in order to prevent the 
slightest information about strikes at 
the Krupp works from leaking out. 
Strikes are general in smal! towns near 
the Dutch frontier.’ 

A’ Hague dispatch to the Daily Mail, 
dated Monday, reads: 

“The Cologne Volks-Zeitung reports 
the German Socialist leaders have an- 
nounced they are unable to take the ree 
ponsibility for the maintenance of peace 
end order in Germany after tomorrow, 
May Day.” 

A Rotterdam special to the Daily News 
says: 

“For the sixth day no newspapers 
have reached here from Western Ger- 
many. Persons wishing to go to Ger- 
many from here have been informed by 
the German authorities that the fron- 
tier will be closed to passengers for the 
next 20 days. 

“As a result of the recent strikes the 
German workmen engaged in war ine 
dustries have received considerable con- 
cessions in regard to the supply of food. 
Meat rations have been raised by halfea 
pound weekly, and the potato ration to 
five pounds. A semi-official statement 
says: ‘Although the supply of food- 
stuffs is very short, still it is assured 
until the next harvest close. The new 
crop probably will lead to its restora- 
rtion of the formér bread ration.’ It fa 
claimed that the strikers only aimed at 
political objects in Leipzig and two 
small districts of Berlin. 

“Carl Leigien, president of the Gen- 
eral Committee of the German laborers’ 
unions, denying that the strikers wished 
\to hinder production of war materials, 
said in an interview Monday: ‘Our 
workmen are conscious of the serious- 
ness of the situation. They know what 
Germany would have to expect if the 
wishes of our enemies were fulfilled.’ ”

Government Precautions. 

“Because of the responsibility that 
will attach to the Government in car- 
ing for the persons of the members 
of ehe commission,” the State Depart- 
ment has announced, “it is expected 
that the times of their arrival and 
departure at different places and the 
routes by which they are to travel 
between known points be not now 
published. ? 

“The press and citizens of the var- 
ious cities which are to be visited 
are requested to refrain from indulg- 
ing in speculation on these matters. 
The people officially responsible for 
their entertainment in the various 
cities to be visited are officially noti- 
fieqg so that their arrangements can 
be made, but the information will not 
be for publication.

French offensive except that of the 
Somme—that of May, 1915, in Artois, 
where his troops stormed Carency; that 
of September, 1915, in Champagne, when 
2,000 Germans were captured, and final- 
ly at Verdun, where he guaranteed Mar- 
shal Joffre that he would bar the Grown 
Prince from the city. 

At Verdun Gen. Petain’s first act was 
to throw 30 new bridges across the 
Meuse, enabling supplies to reach the 
French armies.

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KERSTING QUIT 


ALLIANCE BECAUSE | 


OF VON REPPERT 


Declares He Did Not Want to 
Be in Organization of Which 
Lawyer Was Member. 


Henry A. Kersting, Associate City 


Counselor and former. president of the 
German-Amerkan Alliance, today, at 
his home, 3501 Wyoming street, told a 
Post-Dspatch reporter that he resigned 
as a member and director of the alliancea 
yesterday because he ‘‘did not want to 
be connected with an organization of 
which Kurt von Reppert is a member.’’ 


Von Reppert, a lawyer, is now under 
Federal investigation because of re- 
ports which have reached the Depart- 
ment of Justice that at various times 
Since a state of war against Germanv 
was declared he has been outspoken in 
denunciation of the administration and. 
vioient abuse of President Wilson. 

Kersting stated that his resignation 
from the Alliance was a direct result 
of occurrences*of a meeting of the or- 
ganization at St. Louis Turner Hall, 
1508 Chouteau avenue, last Friday night, 
when Von Reppert in a fiery speech 
denounced the administration of Presi- 
dent Wilson without being rebuked by 
the others at the meeting. 

No Oriticism of Alliance. 

“I sent my resignation to President 
F. K. Keck,’ said Kersting. ‘“‘The mem- 
bers of the Alliance know why I re- 
signed. I can’t say that the alliance 
as an organization is disloyal, as most 
of thé members remained silent at Fri- 
day night’s meeting and I could not 
read their minds. 

“After what happened that night I do 
not want to be a member of an organi- 
zation of which Kurt von Reppert is a 
member.’’ 

Kersting was unable or unwilling to 
make any direct quotation’ from Von 
Reppert’s speech, which was in German. 

“Von Reppert got up and made 32 
speech criticising and denouncing the 
administration’s policy in making a war 
loan of $200,000,000 to Great Britain,’’ 
Kersting declared. ‘‘I don’t remember 
just what he said, except that he was 
opposed to the loan and ridiculed it. His 
manner was 80 sarcastic and contemptu- 
ous that it made my blood boil. 

“Von Reppert while. speaking breathed 
the very spirit of disloyalty. It was so 
bad that President Keck warned him 
to drop that phase of the subject. He 
did not heed the order, but went right 
ahead. 

Tries to Offer Resalution., 

“When I could stand ie no longer I got 
up to present a resolution pledging the 
loyalty of the German-Anferican Alli- 
ance to President Wilson. "My purpose 
in doing this was to take away the bad 
effect of Von Reppert’s speech. 

‘Von’ Reppert refused to yield the floor 
to me. I demanded the right to present 
my resolution and I said to Von Reppert: 
‘You always have your mouth open.’ 

“In the controversy with Von Rep- 
pert I had managed to put my resolu- 
tion before the house. Von. Reppert 
then asserted that I was out of order 
because I had become personal in ad- 
dressing him. President Keck sustained 
Von Reppert. 

“T then sat down saying: ‘I see my 
motion has no second.’ There was no 
protest from the other members when 
Pfesident Keck sustained Von Reppert.”’ 

The Alliance holds monthly meetings. 
Kersting was asked if he could recall 
any objectionable utterances by Von 
Reppert on occasions other than last 
Friday's meeting. He replied: ‘Von 
Reppert is always talking. I can’t re- 
member what I have heard him gay.”’ 

Later at the city hall. Kersting dictat- 
ed a statement in which he repeated that 
he did not resign because he believed 
the German-American Alliance disloyal. 
He also called attention to the fact that 
the new charter abolished the police 
court in South St. Louis. This, he said, 
showed that the Germans in that por- 
tion of the city were so law abiding that 
a court of punishment was not needed. 

Kersting, up to a few months ago, 
Was an outspoken German sympathizer 
and was bitter in his eriticism of 
President Wilson and the administra+ 
tion. On this account his appointment 
by Mayor Kiel as Associate City Coun- 
selor was criticised. While admitting 
his former opposition ta the President, 
Kersting now asserts he had a right to 
a free expression of his opinions so long 
as the United States was neutral. Now 
that war has been declared, he says, he 
is ‘‘backing the President in everything 
he sees fit to ask us to do.”’ 

Kersting in “Band Wagon.” 

When the loyalty meeting was held in 
the Coliseum the night of April 56, a few 
hours before the war declaration, Kers- 
ting had expected to be included among 
the list of speakers and earlfer in the 
day he had said the management of the 
meeting would “‘‘have a hell of a time 
keeping him out of the band wagon.”

FRENCH FAVOR 

EARLY SENDING OF 
U.S. EXPEDITION 


Would Have First Contingent of 
About 6000 Men in France 
Within 3 Months, 


BI-MONTHLY DRAFTS 


Great Events Expected This 
Summer and French Design to 
Haye U. §. Flag at Front.

Paris Correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—I am strictly 
within the bounds in summarizing as 


follows the French viewpoint toward 
armed assistance from the United 
‘States: 

1. American ¢roops to be sent across 
the Atlantic within three months, the 
first battalion to embark possibly a 
month earlier than that. 

2. The original contingent to consist 
of regulars, fully armed, equipped and 
} drilled, and with a full complement of 
‘machine gunners, cyclists and other 
auxiliaries. The contingent would com- 
prise three regiments of perhaps 2000 
men each. 

3. Its training to be completed in the 
zone of the armies in France as close to 
the ‘‘trench atmosphere’”’ as possible, un- 
der the command of its own officers, but 
under the general supervision of French 
military experts schooled in the immedl- 
ate needs of the situation. 

4. Its artillery support to be provided 
by French batteries. so as not to in- 
cumber army transports with American 
ordnance not required as yet. 

5. Its strength to be kept up and in- 
creased by the sending of new drafts at 
frequent, probably at bi-monthly inter- 
vals. These drafts would receive the 
greater part of their training in”lrance 
and might even consist of raw recruits. 

6. American officers and aspirants for 
commissions in the United States army 
to be sent ever in considerable numbers 
apart from the bi-monthly drafts, so 
that they may %e intensively trained in 
French instruction centers with the 
greatest possible rapidity. 

7. French officers with a knowledge of 
the English language to come to this 
country in the next few weeks to assist 
and to advise the American authorities 
in building up the ‘“‘first hundred thceu- 
sand’’ enrolled under the universal serv- 
ice law. Already it is suggested that 
250 be dispatched from France immeudl- 
ately. 

Should this program be put into effect 
it is confidently anticipated that within 
two months from the arrival of the first 
division on the other side of the Atlantic 
fully trained American soldiers will be 
able to participate in the onslaughts 
against the “Hindenburg !ine.’”’ 

President Learns Desires. 

President Wilson learned yesterday at 
first hand from Minister Viviani, chief 
of the French mission, just how France 
would like the United States to co- 
operate in the war. The only other 
person present besides the President and 
M. Viviani was Ambassador Jusserand, 
who acted as interpreter as well as in 
an advisory capacity. 

M. Viviani impressed upon the Presi- 
dent his complete accord with the views 
expressed by Marshal Joffre concerning 
the advisability of training American in- 
fantry on French soil, the transport of 
such troops to begin at the earliest 
feasible moment. He made it plain, 
however, that the final decision in this 
respect must rest, in the opinion of the 
French Government, with President 
Wilson and his military advisers, and 
that France would scrupulously refrain 
from even the Semblance of unduly 
influencing the Administration’s judg- 
ment. The President is desirous of 
conferring again and at greater length 
with the head of the: French mission 
and probably with Marshal Joffre as 
well. : 

Meanwhile the Marquis de Cham- 
brun,. M. Viviani’s chief counsellor, 
who might be called the “silent man” 
of the mission, has had a long talk 
with Col. E. M. House, the President’s 
Silent friend. The conversation took 
place aboard the Mayflower on the 
way to Mount Vernon. 


De Chambrun Gives Aid. 

M. de Chambrun, the member of 
the. division most famillar with the 
Way the wheels go around at Wash- 
ington, has been extremely tacittirn 
and extremely busy in the last few 
Gays. It is recognized that his aid 
and advice have been invaluable in 
finding the answer to many of the 
delicate problems brought up at con- 
ferences among the French visitors 
and members of .the administration. 

Marshal Joffre has visited the War 
Department and had long conferences 
with Secretary Baker and Gen. Scott, 
chief of the general staff. I have rea- 
son to believe that the Marshal em.- 
phasized to both men, at their own re- 
quest, the necessity, as he sees it, for 
taking the American flag to France in 
the course of a few months and, per- 
haps, weeks. 

Secretary Baker is understood to share 
ful'y the French soldier’s outlook on 
the subject, although the general staf? 
is net wholly convinced of the advisa- 
bility of a burst of speed in the direc- 
tion of training intensively either the 
regulars or new levies. 

Marshal Joffre received Capt. Charles 
Sweeney of the Foreign Legion—the 
only American to hold that rank ir 
the French army—in his apartments at 
former Ambassador White's residence 
after his return from the War -Depart- 
ment and talked with him for three- 
quarters of an_hour. Capt. Sweeney !+ 
attached temporarily to the French em- 
bassy in an advisory capacity. 

For Moral Influence. 

Admittedly no American force that 
will be available for months could great- 
ly influence the military situation by 
force of arms, and so virtually the only 
affect would be the moral influence on 
the minds of the French people, on the 
one hand, and the German soldier on the 
other.

MEN LOYAL AND BRAVE 


Desertion Following Revolution 
Did Not Weaken Organiza- 
tions at the Front.

RAD, April 30.—To satisfy 


the interest in America as to the pres- 
ent spirit of the Russian army, I sought 
an interview with Minister of War 
Gutchkoff today. Capt. Smolianinoff, 
Gutchkoff’s personal tattache, speaking 
for his chief, who is ill, made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Post-Dispatch: 

“Rumors have gone abroad since the 
revolution which might easily raise a 
doubt as to the present fighting condi- 
tion of the Russian army, and what it 
can do in action. A frank discussion of 
army affairs and the lack of censorship 
made our military problems common 
knowledge. 

“The military disorganization caused 
by the revolution has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. So America may learn the 
truth, I shall describe the exact state 
of affairs in the Russian army. 

by the desertions to give the enemy a 

“At the time of the revolution it was 
doubtful where the military authority 
lay, so there were many desertions; not 
desértions by companies or regiments 
that would have disrupted the army’s 
organization, but ‘scattered desertions. 
Néver, where the troops faced the en- 
emy, were they sufficiently weakened 
by th dsertions to give the enemy a 
chante to make a successful attack. 

“The authority exercised by some of- 
ficers was lost for a short: time, but 
soon regained. Also the qucsiions as to 
the ability of individual officers, some 
gf high rank, have been answered most 
satisfactorily. 

“The spirit of the army did«not weak- 
en before the enemy. The men who 
went home from the depots without 
leave are back at the front. The reac- 
tion has set in, the soldiers returning 
to the front equal in number to those 
leaving. 

‘It must be considered that the Rus- 
sian army was formerly entirely auto- 
cratic—the suldier was the slave of dis- 
cipline. So it is remarkable that great- 
er advantage has not been taken of the 
present comparative lack of military 
authority. Soldiers are still going héme 
and elsewhere without leave, but there 
is not ‘the slightest danger that the 
armies at the front will be weakened. 


New Discipline in Arms. 

“Besides, and most ‘important, the 
American army will rejoice to learn that 
we are just reaching the basis of a new 
democratic discipline. After confer- 
ences between officers and soldiers, the 
Ministry of War has promulgated an 
order regulating tke army's internal 
conduct, which should satisfy every- 
body. It commences with the recogni- 
tion of everyone in the army as a citi- 
zen with the right to express his po- 
litical, religious and economic views 
freely and without fear of persecution. 

“No officer or soldier need attend a 
mass in an Orthodox church unless he 
pleases. The order abolishes censorship 
at the front and all letters and news- 
papers, regardless of their character, 
will pass uncensored and be delivered. 
The order directs further that there 
must be the strictest discipline; that the 
soldiers must conduct themselves with 
the dignity of the free; they must be 
polite and recognize the authority of 
military orders. 

“It must be remembered that the old, 
severe discipline has caused the Min- 
istry of War to go to the other ex- 
treme. For example, formerly soldiers 
were compelled to respond to an offi- 
cer’s command with words which hu- 
mililated them. Now it is formally or- 
dered that soldiers shall answer with 
simple civility. The-old salute by a sol-é 
dier to an officer has been abolished. 
This salute necessitated an air of 
servility from which the salute in the 
American army is entirely free. The 
soldier must, however, obey the order 
‘Attention’ when an officer gives it. 


Men Loyal and Brave, 

“The regulations as to officers and 
their soldier servants are now like those 
in the American army. A Russian offi- 
cer can no longer choose by a whim 
his servant from the ranks. The new 
orders include provisions forbidding the 
punishment of a soldier without court- 
martial, also the punishment of any of- 
ficer who strikes or inflicts physicul 
pain ‘on a soldier, so doing away with 
the unjust privilege officers possessed 
until the. revolution. 

“All these changes in discipline mect 
41the soldiers’ reasonable demands an‘1 
are making ours a real republican 
army. That many of these orders were 
needed. that there was a great necessity 
for the: changes, is proved by the fact 
that the Russian army has been put on 
u new basis in the last six weeks. What 
has been accomplished removes all 
doubts about the army’s continued loh- 
alty and bravery. In a word, there has 
been a revolt egainst discipline with- 
out weakening discipline. The actual 
conditions et the front rrove that the 
new discipline is generally accepted and 
that the army is satisfied. Fears of the

To Release Petrograd Garrison. 

Gen. Gurko, commander of the armies 
on the western front, attended the clos- 
ing session of the congress of delegates 
from th rees under his command and 
congratulated the convention on the re- 
sults of its labors.

The 
Zeppelin, he said, is new practically 
useless as a military weapon Raids 
over undefended places in England con- 
tinue oecasionally, but the defenses of 
fortified bases are so powerful that it 
is almost certain destruction for a 
Zeppelin to. come near them. They are 
sractically never used near the battle 
lines. 

Germany’s whole artillery observation, 
Maj. Rees declared, is conducted by 
means of captive balloons.

INFECTED WITH WEIL’S DISEASE 


“Infectious Javislles 2 Is Comnion in 
Asia and Now Prevalent in — 
Earopean War Zone. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—Dr. Hideyo No- 
guchi of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Hesearch, has completed a se- 
ries of experlements which show that 
apparently healthy wild rats in this 
country are infected with Weil's dis- 
ease, or “infectious jaundice,” common 
in Agia and prevalent in the European 

war zone. 

Weil’s disease is characterized by sud- 
den onsets of malaise, often intense 
muscular pain, high fever for several 
dgye, followed by jauntice, frequently 
accompanied by complications. tt be- 
comes more virulent as it is successively 
transmitted from one victim to another. 
This 1s _ Supposed to explain the much 
knee 


greater mortality, about 38 per cent in 
Japan, as compared with from 2 to 8 
per cent among European soldiers. The 
study of the disease was made possible 
by the successful importation from 
Japan and Flanders of guinea pigs and 
rats which had been inoculated with 
the causative organisms in those two 
countries. 

For purposes of comparison Dr. No- 
gushi collected a number of rats in this 
country and removed their xidneys. His 
report states that by inoculating the 
emulsion made of the kidneys of 41 wild 
rats into 58 guinea pigs during the last 
three months he had been anple to pro- 
duce in three groups of guinea pigs typi- 
cal cases of infectious jaundice alto- 
gether identical with the findings in 
the guinea pigs which died of the in- 
jection of the Japanese and Belgian 
strains of the disease. The germs

Men Who Passed Examination 3 
Months Ago Assigned to « 
Training Camps. 


Dispatches from Washington today 


state that ‘ne War Department has be- 
gun calling to the colors all members of 


the Officers’ Reserve Crps of the line, 
who will be assigned to active duty at 
the Officers’ Reserve Training Camps 
to be held this summer, with the pur- 
pose of training 10,000 ‘officers for the 
first 500,000 troops raised by conscrip- 
tion. 

The officers of the line are men who, 
about three months ago, passed tech- 
nical examinations for commissions and 
are not to be confused with the appli- 
Cants at present undergoing tests as 
candidates for attendance at the f?Pain- 
ing camps. 

Today’s orders affect the following Sx. 
Louisans who are reserve officers of 
the line: Majors of Infantry, Thomas 
M. Bains and Joseph L. Lindsay; Cap- 
tains of Infantry, George T. Desloge, 
William B. Finney, David R. Hawkins 
and Howard B. Stivens; First Lieuten- 
ants of Infantry, Raymond W. C. Blatt, 
George E, Long and Joseph C. Adding- 
ton; Second Lieutenantg of Infantry, 
Robert J. McElroy; First Lieutenant of 
Field Artillery, Paul Laidley, and rirst 
Lieutenant of Cavalry, James H. Bach- 
elor. 

The following instructions were re- 
ceive dtoday from the Central Depart- 
ment in Chicago by Maj. Goode, Capt. 
Caffey and Capt. O. H. Sampson at Jef- 
ferson Barracks: 

“Hereafter you will have all can- 
didates who apply to you to make out 
applications and you will conduct ex- 
aminations of such applicants with- 
out referring their cases to these 
headquarters. The full name, ad- 
dresses and branches of all accepted 
candidates will be transmitted daily 
by mail to these headquarters. Strike 
out On all approval cards under sec- 
ond indorsement the words ‘and has 
authorized him to report with his 
duplicate copy to the camp indicated 
above.’

Applicants Being Graded. 

That the weeding out of Rpplicants has 
begun here is shown by the fact that the 
examining boards are grading those who 
pass the tests into three classes, A, B, 
and C. What these marks signify, the 
officers decline to reveal, but it is thought 
the men are classified according to their 
physical fitness, their educational quali- 
fications and their military experience, 
and that marks will guide the camp 
comandant in selecting those to be in- 
vited to take the three months’ train- 
ing. Up to this morning 241 applications 
have been received at the Old Custom 
House, and 205 candidates have been 
passed. At the Armory 42 have been ac- 
cepted for the Fort Riley camp, making 
247 the total of the applicants accepted 
kere pp to last night. This surpasses by 
32 St. Louis quota for the Fort Riley 
camp, which, based on population, is 
%15. 

The examining “boards here an- 
nounce that they will continue to ex- 
amine all applicants who present 
themselves, s0 that there may be as 
much material as possible from whieh 
to make a choice. Dispatches from 
Chicago state that there have already 
been-made 2600 applications for train- 
ing at Fort Riley, the maximum num- 
‘ber that can be at present accommo- 
dated there. . 

The Central Department of the 
Army is conducting six training 
camps—two at Fort Benjamin Harri- 
son, two at Fort Sheridan, one at Fort 
Snelling and one at Fort Riley. These 


train 15,000 men.

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DEMOCRACY IN TAXATION. 


The plan in Congress to reduce the income tax 


{exemption is good, but it should be linked with 


an increase of the supertax on large incomes. 
There should be exemptions above a fair living, 
but the tax on small incomes should be smail— 
increasingly small as the income diminishes. On 
the other hand the tax should be increasingly 
heavy as the income increases. 

The sound principle to be adopted in levying war 
taxes is to tax every citizen who can bear a tax 
burden in proportion to his means. The fairest 


comes, excess profits and accumulated wealth. 
Excessive incomes and excessive profits, espe- 


| cially war profits, should be taxed heavily. Abov& 


the living income the income tax should rapidly 
increase until it reaches a large per cent. 

Inhéritances above moderate wealth should be 
heavily taxed. Forty per cent is not too high for 
taxes on the multimillion inheritances. Inhert- 
tance taxes on great fortunes hurt no-one’ The 
States take back part of the accumulations gained 
and enjoyed under statute laws and special favor- 
able conditions. 

Taxes that fall on labor, living incomes gained 
by toil, mental or physical, on ordinary business 
and poverty, should be reduced to a minimum. 

The burdens of the war in increased cost of 
living and military service fall heavily upon the 
men and women who toil. They should pay their 


luxuriously on accumulated and inherited wealth. 
Let us have democracy in taxation as well as 
in military service, ideals and war aims. 
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LIVE STOCK CONSERVATION. 
St. Louis hotel and restaurant men have de- 
cided to take veal, lamb and young pig from 
their menus in an effort to hold down the cost 


| of living and conserve foodstuffs as much as pos- 


sible. It is a wise and patriotic decision. 

Continued slaughter of immature animals in 
these trying times would be the height of folly. 
it would be to-disregard the bitter lesson Ger- 
many has already learned. If the central Powers 
had been more miserly: with their young live- 
stock in the first few months of the war, they 
would have spared their people some of the miser- 
les of the present food shortage. Particularly 
they would have had less worry over the insuf- 
ficient supply of fats, so indispensable to. the 
health and strength of the workers in munitions 
factories. 

In our own country the butchering of calves, 
especially heifers, should be looked upon as un- 
patriotic, if not criminal.*' It has been estimated 
that a full-grown steer of 1200 pounds will yield 
about 360 pounds of actual food. A good dairy 
cow, beginning at her second year, will yield about 
900 pounds of food a year for seven years. If it 
is reckless extravagance to kill a male calf that 
can give only a modicum of the grown steer’s 
yield of beef, it is almost criminal] extravagance 
to slaughter the female calf before it can begin 
to produce its invaluable annual output of milk 
and butter. 

The consumer can do a patriotic duty by re- 
fusing to buy or eat veal. If private individuals 
would deny themselves in this respect and if pub- 
lic caterers refused to serve such costly meat, the 
producers and retailers would quickly adapt their 
business to the circumstances and the whole 
country would be better off. It would be a simple 
remedy for a serious situation and méght con- 
ceivably be the one thing that will save our coun- 
try from the meat cards of Europe and prevent

FAMINE IN THE TRAIL OF WAR. 


Even though we may believe it somewhat. over- |’ 


drawn, the picture of impending famine for all 
countries presented in the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
by Editor A. R. Marsh of the Economic World is 
worthy of studious attention. 

For the conditions which for years back have 
tended toward a sharp reduction in the supply 
of food, the article itself indicates the generdl 
remedy. Germany has 18 agricultural workers 
to each 100 acres of improved land and the Brit- 
ish Isles -five, but the United States has only 
two and three-fourths workers. Any time we em- 
ploy the methods of the intensive agriculture, 
which increase in the number of available work- 
ers per 100 acres will make possible, food crops 
will be correspondingly increased. 

But it is in its indicated outlodk for the next 
two years that the article is most alarming. For- 
eign inquiry several. months ago had established 
a probable shortage in wheat of about 200,000,000 
bushels after this year’s harvest. But this esti- 
mate was based only on entente nations’ needs. 
In the expected event that the war would be con- 
cluded before the harvest of 1018, it is figured 
that at least 400,000,000 bushels more would be 


required to check starvation in the Central Pow- 
a 


ers and furnish them with seed. 

So a demand running up close to 600,000,000 
bushels more than the normal world’s produc- 
tion was predicted prior to the fall of 1918. Since 
this estimate was made it has been ascertained 
that in spite of an unprecedented acreage the 
winter wheat crop of the United States is likely 
to be less by 23 per cent than the normal produc- 
tion of that crop during the past 10 years. 

The showing, of course, will be seized on by 
the food speculators as justifying the outrageous 
heights to which their manipulation has sent 
wheat quotations. However, economy in wheat 
‘products, increasing use of substitutes .for those 
products, enlarged yields of spring wheat, plen- 
tiful supplies of other cereal and vegetable crops 
and other conditions can help to bridge this the- 
oretical gap between supply and demand. Ger- 
many might manage on much less’ than is esti- 
|mated. 

Admittedly, the possibilities set forth are seri- 
ous enough, considered only as possibilities. They 
furnish incentive for devoting national ef- 
fort to crops that can be raised at this stage of 
nature's season, and for a system of price con- 
trol. If wheat is high next year, the rewards 
sheuld go to the producers. Nothing should be

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N most gardening plans for the year 
| it is wise to think out carefully ex- 
acty what effects one wishes to 
gain pefore einbarking on the scheme a: 
all. This prevents a good deal of disap- 
poi ent, for, with a gurden,-as with 
ne pc one mistake may have rath- 
er far-reaching consequences, and gv 
tar to spoil ihe whole effect. The gar- 
dener’s plans, of course, depend largely 
on the amount of space at his disposal, 
but much may be done by a careful 
choice of flowers, to beautify the ordi- 
nary smali garden, anc, irdeed, to make 
it cease to be ordinary. This article oniy 
attempts to deal with flowers well 
known to everybocy, and to tell how 
these’ may be used with good results to 
insure plenty of color in the garden in 
spring. The great secret for gaining 
effect in bedding out is to put the plants 
close together, so as to obtain a mass 
of color—gardeners often make the imis- 
take oo? planting too sparsely, and the 
result is disappcinting. 
To have the garden bright in spring, 
it is necessary to decide, in the pre- 
ceding autumn, just how this result is 
to be achieved. -Then 1s the time tv 
plant bulbs of all kinas, and the numer- 
ous varieties of daffodils begin to come 
into bloom in March, and well repay 
the grower for his troubie. 
Daffodil bulbs can ba2 left in the beds 
where they are planted for a year ur 
two and will come up each spring. Aft- 
er they have finished blooming, the 
leaves can be tidied away and annuals 
planted in the bed without in any way 
injuring the bulbs, but, after a yeovr or 
two, it is well to take them up anda 
plant them elsewhere. : 

Tne bulbs multiply, should be broken 
gently apart and replanted. These older 
bulbs do well for planting about in the 
grass if there is space for this, and 
fresh ones can then be put in the beds 
where it is desired to have a mass of 
bloom. 

The Scarlet Anemones (Fulgens), 
which are so common in Lhe south of 
France, grow beautifully in an En- 
glish garden. The tubacs should be 
planted about September; they flower 
freely in March or April; and a bed 
of them, with their blue-black cen- 
ters and scarlet petals wpened wide 
to the sun, makes a wonderful mass 
of vivid color. The Poppy Anemones 
are also most kind growers, and are 
well worth having, as one can cut 
and cut at them for use in the house 
and they go on flowering for weeks, 
while their lovely shades of rose, 
amethyst, scarlet and cream har- 
monize with any room. 

~Few persons realize what a splen- 
did result can be obtained in spring 
from Polyanthus plants. The seed 
should be gown in boxes, in gentle 
heat, early in April and pricked out 
into good soil as soon as they are 
big enough to handle. 

Then, by October, the seedlings can 
be planted out in the beds where it 
is desired to have them, and they 
should be massed to get a good ef- 
fect. They flower freely ii: all shades 
of yellow, red and pink snd have the 
sweetest, most springlike scent. 

If good seed is obtained, the flow- 
ers come very large and they can 
also be planted out in:-rough grass 
with good effect. An _ illustration 
may be given of.a garden which had 
been allowed to run wild for some 
time, while the house which it- sur- 
rounded was empty: part of it had

When the seedlings are pricked out, 
the tip of the root should be pinched 
off; this makes the plants stronger 
and more branching. They should 
not be put into rich soil, as, if this 
is done, they become “sappy” and 
do not then withstand the severe 
weather. The newer varieties of 
wall-flower show beautiful colorings 
and, if they are- planted out with 
forget-me-nots between the plants 
and a bread berder of forget-me-nots 
the effect is charming, us the forget- 
me-nots growing very freely, c)vers 
up the stems of the wall-flowers 
when they get to the long and “leg- 
gy” stage. 

Of course, if a herbaceous border 
is made, the plants remain in their 
places during the winter months, but 
that, as Mr. Kipling would say, fs 
another story. Where beds are to be 
planted with annuals, it is desirable 
to think out one’s plan of campaign 
in advance, so as‘to insure a succes- 
sion of bloom, and to have the plants 
which are to remain for the summer 
months ready. to take the place of 
the spring flowers when these have 
finished blooming.

Even a thin soup, taken at the begin- 
ning of a meal, by its warmth and 
pleasant flavor may stimulate digestion 
so that the heavier foods are more eas- 
ily digested. The combination of soup 
and bread is pleasant and leads to the 
eating of more bread or crackers than 
would be consumed ordinarily. Appe- 
tizing soups also may be made often of 
materials which otherwise would be 
wasted. In this way such materials 
are made to contribute whatever feed 
value they may have for the cost of 
the labor and fuel needed to prepare 
them. 

Soup is not necessarily made from 
meat stock. Vegetable soups or purees 
are made by boiling potatoes, beans, 
peas or other vegetables until soft, 
mashing through a sieve and then heat- 
ing with a little liquid (water, milk, 
soup stock or whatever seems desirable) 
and flavoring. Using left-over vegetables 
for such purees is an economical prac- 
tice. Milk soups, which are really milk 
thickened and flavored with some vege- 
table, fish, or other food to give flavor 
and perhaps thickened still more with,a 
little flour or stale bread crumbs, are 
both nutritious and appetizing. They 
furnish also an excellent means of using 
up skim milk. Those who wish to bring 
down the cost of food should remember 
that skim milk, a cup of which contains 
as much protein as a cup of whole milk, 
is far too valuable a food to be over- 
looked. . 

In soupmaking it should not be for- 
gotten that vegetables are necessary for 
keeping the body in health, because 
they are relatively rich in mineral mat- 
ters and mild vegetable acids, and con- 
tain recently discovered substances 
without which the body processes seem 
not to be carried on properly. Since 
soups offer an excellent way of utiliz- 
ing odds and ends of vegetables, and 
especially leftovers and parts whith 
otherwise would be wasted, the use of 
vegetable soup is often a real economy. 
The fact that soups can be\given so 
many and so varied flavors, are so eas- 
ily made, so generally relished, and 
make such palatable combinations with 
large quantities of bread and ciackers, 
shows that they are very useful addi- 
tions to the diet. Some recipes. for 
soups, recommended by the Government 
specialists, follow. 


SCOTCH BROTH—3 pounds mutton, 
tablespoons pearl barley, 2 tablespoons 
minced ion, 2 tablespoons minced tur- 
nip, 2 tablespoons minced carrot, 2 ta- 
blespoons minced celery, 2 tablespoons 
Salt, 1 teaspoon pepper, 1 tablespoon 
minced parsley, 3 quarts cold water. 

Remove the bones and all the fat from 
the mutton, cut the meat into small 
pieces, and put it into a stewpan with 
the water, chopped -vegetables, barley, 
and all the seasoning excepting the 
parsley. It will be found convenient to 
tie the bones in a piece of thin white 
clath before adding them tothe other 
ingredients. Bring the stew to a boil, 
quickly skim it and allow it to simmer 
for three hours, thicken with the’ flour 
and add the chopped parsley. 

DRIED FISH CHOWDER—One-half 
pound salt fish, 4 cups potatoes cut in 
small pieces, 2 ounces salt pork, 1 small 
onion, chopped; 4 cups skim milk, 4 
ounces crackers. 
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Salt codfish, smoked halibut or athee | 


dried fish may be used in this chowder. 
Pick over and shred the fish, holding it 
under lukewarm water. Let it soak 
while the other ingredients of the dish 
are being prepared. Cut the pork in 
small pieces and fry it with the onion 
until both are a delicate brown, add the 
potatoes, cover with water, and cook 
until the potatoes are soft. Add the 
milk and fish and reheat. Salt, if nec- 
essary. It is well to allow the crackers 
to soak in the milk while the potatoes 
are being cooked, then remove them, 
and finally add to the chowder just be- 
fore serving. 


MILK AND CHEESE SOUP—3 cups 
milk, or part milk and part stock, 1 cup 
grated cheese, salt and paprika. 

Thicken the milk with the flour, cook- 
ing thoroughly. This is best done in a 
Gouble boiler, with frequent, stirrings. 
When ready to serve, addgthe cheese 
and the seasoning.

MILK AND VEGETABLE: SOUP-—1 
quart skim milk, 1 cup bread crumbs, or 
2 large slices stale bread, small amount 
spinach or outer leaves lettuce (not 
more than 4 ounces), 1 small slice onion, 
salt. 

Cut the vegetables into small pieces 
and cook with the bread crumbs in the 
milk in a double boiler. If a large quan- 
tity is being prepared for use in.a school 
for example, put the vegetables through 
a meat chopper. In this case slices of 
bread can be ground with the vegetables, 
in order to absorb the juice. 

COWPEA SOUP—1 tablespoon butter 
or nork fat, 1 tablespoon finely chopped 
onion, 1 stalk celery, finely chopped 1 
cup dried cowpeas, salt, 

Soak the peas 8 or 10 hours in water 
enough to cover. Fry the vegetables in 
the fat, add the peas, in the water in 
which they were soaked, and cook (pref- 
erably in a double boiler) until the peas 
are tender. Put the mixture through a 
sieve and add water enough to bring it 
to the desiréd consistency. Reheat. If 
this soup is thickened with 1 tablespoon 
of flour mixed with a little water, the 
pea pulp will be prevented from sinking. 
Dried navy or lima beans, peas, soy 
(togo) beans, or other legumes may be 
used instead of the cowpeas. 


SPLIT PEA SOUP—1 pint dried peas, 
4 quarts water, 1 large onion minced 
fine, 4 tablespoons sweet drippings or 
butter which gives a better flavor, 3 
tablespoons flour, 1 tablespoon minced 
celery or a few dried celery leaves, % 
teaspoon pepper, 2 teaspoons salt. 

Wash the peas and soak them over 
night in cold water. the morning 
pour off the water and put them in the 
soup pot with 3 quarts of cold water. 
Place on the fire and when the water 
comes to the boiling point pour it off 
(throw this water away).. Add 4 quarts 
of boiling water to the peas and place 
the soup pot where the contents will 
simmer for four hours. Add the celery 
the last hour of cooking. Cook the onion 
and .drippings slowly in a stewpan. for 
half,an hour. Drain the water from the 
peas (save this water) and put them in 
the stewpan with the onions and drip- 
pings. Then add the flour and cook half 
an hour, stirring often. At the end of 
this time mash fine and gradually add 
the water in which the peas were boiled 
until the soup is like thick cream. Then 
rub through a sieve and return to the 
fire; add the salt and pépper and cook 
20 minutes or more. Beans can be used 
in the same way as peas.
